Finley, owner of the Oakland 
Athletics baseball team, tried to sell 
several key players to the New York 
Yankees for an outrageous sum of 
money. Finley hoped to unload these 
players in the final year of their con- 
tracts, but his intentions clearly threat- 
ened the competitive balance of profes- 
sional baseball. Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn stepped in and vetoed the sale, 
saying it wasn’t in the best interests of 
baseball.

tournament on March 27 at Wrestle-

In early January, Tunney did noth- 
ing when DiBiase offered Hogan mil- 
lions of dollars in exchange for the 
World title. Tunney breathed a sigh of 
relief when Hogan turned down the 
offer, probably thinking that he 
wouldn’t have to deal directly with the 
issue. Then, DiBiase bought Andre the 
Giant’s contract from Bobby Heenan 
and planned to have Andre win the 
belt for him. Again, Tunney did 
nothing. 


We all know what happened on 
February 5 in Indianapolis. A nation- 
wide television audience viewed the en- 
tire disgraceful scene. After winning 
the belt from Hogan, Andre handed 
the belt over to DiBiase. Minutes later, 
it became apparent that DiBiase had 
paid off NWA referee Earl Hebner to 
come to the WWF and officiate the 
match, while his twin brother, WWF 
referee Dave. Hebner, was detained 
elsewhere. Television replays show that 
Hogan lifted his shoulder off the mat 
prior to the referee’s two-count—and 
now we know why the pin was 
allowed, 

Not until a few days later did Tun- 
ney decide the obvious: It is illegal and

HIS ISSUE’S “‘WRESTLER of the Month”’ balloting 
caused a unique, but friendly, debate among the edi- 
tors of Sports Review Wrestling. 

For the first time in months, there wasn’t a major title 
victory from mid-January to mid-February. No titles 
changed hands at the WWF’s nationally televised Main 
Event program (not counting, of course, the World title 
debacle; see ‘‘We Accuse’’ for more on that situation). 
There was actually only one major victory of significance: 
Dusty Rhodes’ third straight Bunkhouse Stampede cham- 
pionship on January 24 at Nassau Coliseum. 

Rhodes was a lock for ‘‘Wrestler of the Month,”’ right? 
Think again. 

Craig Peters, the managing editor of this publication, 
astutely pointed out that Time magazine doesn’t always 
make its “‘Man of the Year’’ an individual who did the 
best things over the past 12 months. Time selects a man 
or woman who had the most influence on world events in 
the past year; the Ayatollah Khomeini was once named 
*‘Man of the Year.” 

So, argued Peters, following the criteria set by Time, why 
couldn’t Sports Review Wrestling select a “‘Wrestler of the 
Month” that had the most influence on the sport over the 
past month? Why did the ‘Wrestler of the Month’’ have to 
be the best wrestler or even the most successful wrestler? 
Why couldn’t it be a man such as Ted DiBiase, who turned 
the wrestling world upside down for 30 days and threatens 
to do so again for many months to come? 

“Ted DiBiase changed the course of WWF champion- 
ship history,”’ said Peters. ‘‘He had more influence on the 
Andre-Hogan match than any other~man, more than 
Andre, more than Hogan, more than either of the refer- 
ees, and certainly more than [WWF President] Jack Tun- 
ney. DiBiase bought Andre, he bought Earl Hebner (the 
imposter ref), and he was responsible for getting rid of 
the real referee, Dave Hebner. Who was more influential 
to the sport than Ted DiBiase? Nobody. He is the one 
individual who stands out in my mind over the past 
month.,”’ 

Peters was undoubtedly right. DiBiase has influenced 
wrestling more than any man before him. When Andre 
the Giant handed DiBiase the WWF World title, history 
was made. When it was discovered that there was an 
imposter referee in the ring, it was obvious that DiBiase 
had paid him off. And when Hogan entered the ring 
before the start of the match, DiBiase was the first person 
he went after. 

But, retorted Senior Editor Bill Apter, the ‘‘Wrestler of 
the Month’”’ award cannot be compared to Time’s ‘‘Man 
of the Year.’’ Sports Review Wrestling has already set a 
precedent for awarding ‘‘Wrestler of the Month’’ honors 
to the best or most accomplished wrestler of the past

month. It had never been awarded to the most influential, 
so why start now? 

It was an interesting argument (one which we’d love to 
hear your opinion on—should we change the criteria in 
the future?). In the end, the majority of the editorial 
board agreed that the “‘Wrestler of the Month’? award 
should go to the wrestler who accomplished the most. 
Once that criteria was established, Dusty Rhodes was 
voted the winner by a sizeable margin (Peters and Assis- 
tant Editor Eddie Ellner, an avowed Dusty hater, filed the 
only dissenting votes). 

By any criteria, Rhodes’ victory in the Bunkhouse 
Stampede was a remarkable achievement. Before 7,000 
fans at Long Island’s Nassau Coliseum and a nationwide 
pay-per-view TV audience, Rhodes eliminated the younger 
and stronger Konga the Barbarian to remain the only man 
ever to have won a Stampede in the event’s three-year 
history. Rhodes, who proudly calls himself ‘“The King of 
the Bunkhouse Stampede,’’ proved that the title is well- 
deserved. 

Incredibly, Dusty didn’t even qualify for the Bunkhouse 
Stampede finals until he won a wild-card battle royal cage 
match on January 1 at The Omni in Atlanta. To qualify 
for the final, a wrestler had to win one of the preliminary 
Stampedes. Dusty was shut out in the early rounds, but 
got a second chance in Atlanta, along with Nikita Koloff, 
Dick Murdoch, Black Bart, and Bobby Eaton, 

Rhodes and Eaton were the only wrestlers remaining 
when Dusty grabbed Jim Cornette’s tennis racket. As 
both men straddled the top of the cage, Rhodes beat 
Eaton with the racket and finally sent him falling to the 
arena floor. ‘* ‘The Dream’ gained the momentum right 
there, daddy,”’ said Rhodes. ‘‘Once I got into the champi- 
onship, I wasn’t gonna be denied.” 

The final featured The Warlord, Konga the Barbarian, 
Road Warrior Animal, and Lex Luger (four of the stron- 
gest men in wrestling), plus Tully Blanchard and Arm 
Anderson (two of the smartest), Ivan Koloff (one of the 
most experienced), and Rhodes (the Bunkhouse master). 

After more than 20 minutes, Koloff was eliminated by 
Animal. Then, Warlord and Animal fell out the cage 
door together when Konga charged them both. But the 
most important moment of the match came when Tully, 
Arn, and Luger fell out of the cage together in the midst 
of an all-out brawl. This left Rhodes and Barbarian for a 
classic battle of experience and desire vs. pure strength. 

Barbarian tried to push Rhodes out the cage door, but 
Dusty resisted. The two men then climbed to the top of 
the cage and battled it out. Finally, Rhodes used his final 
burst of energy to send Konga to the floor. 

It was a stunning victory. An incredible upset. An 
achievement worthy of honor under any criteria. Oj

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PAUL E. DANGEROUSLY 


HOUGH A PRO manager for 
only about two years, Paul E. 
Dangerously has made a name for 
himself worthy of two decades in the 
sport. As the manager of Tommy Rich 
and Austin Idol in the CWA, Danger- 
ously helped orchestrate one of the 
most shocking incidents in that region’s 
history: the cutting of Jerry Lawler’s 
hair. It was a shining moment of glory 
for the young rulebreaking manager. 

But the glow of victory soon faded 
as Rich and Idol turned their back on 
Dangerously, driving him out of the 
area. His resourcefulness still intact, 
Dangerously persuaded Dennis Con- 
drey (who had just been fired from 
Jim Cornette’s Midnight Express) and 
Randy Rose to reunite their “Original” 
Midnight Express. They quickly began 
to dominate AWA tag team action, 
and in October they captured the 
AWA World tag team title from 
Lawler and Bill Dundee. 

Rich, meanwhile, had followed Dan- 
gerously to the AWA, To combat his 
enraged foe, Paul hired Adrian Ado- 
nis, The subsequent Adonis-Rich feud 
gave Dangerously even more publicity, 
but events once more worked against 
him. A disputed result in a match be- 
tween the Express and The Midnight 
Rockers led to the Rockers winning 
their second AWA World tag title. 
Convinced he’d gotten a raw deal, 
Dangerously left the area in a rage and 
dissolved the Express. 

With Rose still under contract, Dan- 
gerously traveled to Georgia and the 
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Paul E. Dangerously has brought his special brand of troublemaking to Georgia, where he 


continues his feud with Tommy Rich, a man he once managed. 


Southern Championship Wrestling pro- 
motion, where Rich was waiting to 
“greet” him. A Rose-Rich match soon 
followed. Seeing that his man was go- 
ing to lose, Dangerously made a call 
on his ever-present cellular telephone 
and, lo and behold, Austin Idol ran 
out to ringside, grabbed the phone, 
and jumped into the fray. In minutes, 
Rich’s face was a horribly bloody 
mess. 


Bill Dromo, president of Southern 
Championship Wrestling, confiscated 
the phone, but Dangerously was able 
to get it back with the help of his 
attorneys. The flames of that incident 
still burning, Assistant Editor Andy 
Rodriguez flew to Marietta, Georgia, 
to get the full story. “Dangerously was 
anxious to give his side of things,” 
Rodriguez said. “He didn’t need much 
prodding to get the interview started.” 


Tommy Rich is purely a fluke. He 
keeps bragging about how he was 
once NWA World champion. Do 
you know how long he held the 
title for? Four days. That’s it, four 
measly days. Rich is not only a 
has-been, he’s a never-was. He’s a 
no-talent bum masquerading as a 
wrestler, and a bad one at that. 
(Dangerously launches into an im- 
pression of Rich) Somebody say we 
gonna go out an’ kick some booty 
an’ have a good time an’ we gonna 
beat up Paul E. Danjusly? (Dan- 
gerously returns to his own voice) 
C’mon, the man is an idiot. I have 
nothing to worry about. 

Q: I can’t believe you’re not taking 
Rich seriously. 

A: I take my profession seriously. 

"Rich is not a member of my pro- 
fession. I have more important 
concerns, like preventing these stu- 
pid officials from denying me my

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Q: Paul, let’s start with this latest inci- 
dent. I saw a tape of that Rose- 
Rich match, and I have to tell you, 
I’ve never seen a wrestler bleed so 
much. It looked as though Rich 
had been hit in the face by a truck. 
What happened to him goes far 
beyond wrestling; it’s a criminal 
act. 

A: So when do you want me to start 
crying, huh? The man bleeds like a 
pig because he is a pig! He’s an 
annoyance to me, an embarrass- 
ment to his family, and a disgrace 
to wrestling. I’m only sorry that 
Austin and Randy didn’t do a 
more complete job. Other than 
that, I took extreme pleasure in 
Rich’s predicament. I enjoy watch- 
ing that dirty redneck get hurt. 

Q: Your sadistic tendencies aside, how 
are you going to deal with Rich if 
you couldn’t finish him off this 
time? Clearly the man is after you. 
He followed you to the AWA and 
he was waiting for you here. 

A: Following me is one thing, my 
friend, catching me is another.

: He acted responsibly. Idol used 


that phone to beat Rich senseless. 
Anyway, you got the phone back. 
Besides, why didn’t you just buy 
another one? 

That’s not the point, man. Dromo 
set a bad precedent. Like they say, 
it’s not the money, but the princi- 
ple. That happened to be my fa- 
vorite phone, the finest technology 
has yet to offer. I had my lawyers 
working overtime to get the ruling 
suspended. A great injustice was 
almost done to me. I don’t like 
these games he’s playing. We’re 
talking about my career, here. 
These federation presidents have 
far too much power. Look what 
happened to me in the AWA. 


: Pll get to that in a moment, but I 


want to talk more about Idol. It 
turns out now that you’ve been 
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talking with him on the phone all 
these months, even when you were 
in the AWA. What was he telling 
you? 


: Don’t get excited. I’m not disclos- 


ing any confidential information to 
you or your readers. Let’s just say 
Austin and I discussed our mutual 
interests: wrestling and finance. 
Aside from being one hell of a 
wrestler/manager team, we've 
made some pretty wise joint invest- 
ments, The stock market crash 
didn’t affect us at all. We’ve suffi- 
ciently diversified our concerns. If 


we quit wrestling tomorrow, we'd. 


be set for life. 


: I’m glad to hear you’re flying high 


financially, Paul, but let’s get back 
to wrestling. You were doing very 
well in the AWA, until the situa- 
tion with The Midnight Rockers 
occurred. Why didn’t you stay and 
fight after your wrestlers lost the 
title? After all, you still had 
Adonis. 


A: If [AWA President Stanley] Black- 


burn gives us a raw deal once, 


feud began when Rich deserted his former manager in Memphis. 
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what’s gonna stop him from doing 
it again? He’s made some strange 
decisions in the past, but this was 
easily his worst. Any fool who was 
there could tell you we beat The 
Midnight Rockers one-two-three in 
the middle of the ring. There was 
no controversy. I don’t understand 
what the problem could have been. 


: As I understand it, after all four 


men bumped into referee Marty 
Miller and knocked him out, 
Marty Jannetty covered Dennis 
Condrey for the pin while Randy 
Rose covered Shawn Michaels. A 
second ref ran in and, thinking 
Miller had been knocked out, 
made the count on Michaels ... 


: Exactly, we won the match. 
: Not exactly. Miller recovered and 


made the count on Condrey. 
Blackburn ruled that since Miller 
was the legal referee, his decision 
would stand, and so the belts 
changed hands. It was a logical 
decision. 


: Who are you, Mr. Spock? It was a 


lousy decision, Rodriguez. Miller 
had been knocked cold. He was in 
no condition to make the count. 
The man who replaced him was a 
licensed referee who acted properly. 
He’s the only official in that cor- 
rupt league who could ever be ac- 
cused of acting properly. I consid- 
ered filing a suit against the Awful 
Wrestling Association, but I was 
advised not to waste my money. 
I’m better off just getting out of 
there. 


: Do you have any plans to get Rose 


and Condrey back together again? 


: Of course I'd like to get the boys 


back together. We’re still one of 
the best teams in the sport. I’d bet 
they could walk into any ring in 
the country tomorrow and win a 
title. But Dennis isn’t too sure 
what he wants to do right now. 
When he’s ready to return to ac- 
tion, Randy and I will be there. In 
the meantime, I have other plans.

The Andre the 
Giant vs. Hulk 
Hogan feud has 
been witnessed by 
more people than 
any other war in 
wrestling history.

Treres NEVER BEEN any- 
thing like it. The Andre the Giant- 
Hulk Hogan feud has captured the 
imagination of wrestling fans—and 
those who have never before 
watched the sport—like no other 
battle in wrestling history. More 
than 93,000 fans and hundreds of 
thousands more on closed-circuit 
and pay-per-view TV watched Andre 
and Hogan battle at WrestleMania 
III. Millions more watched their 
controversial February 5 rematch on 
NBC. 

The Andre-Hogan feud has set at- 
tendance records, brought wrestling 
back to prime-time network televi- 
sion for the first time in 33 years, 
and was responsible for introducing 
wrestling to pay-per-view TV. Like 
the Muhammad Ali-Joe Frazier tril- 
ogy of boxing matches in the early 
1970s, Andre vs. Hogan has domi- 
nated the wrestling world for the 
past two years. 

Many people, however, think the 
Andre-Hogan feud started on Janu- 
ary 6, 1987, when Andre acted cold- 
ly toward his former friend after 
WWF President Jack Tunney 
awarded them trophies for their 
magnificent accomplishments. 

In reality, Andre and Hogan first 
battled in 1980, when Hogan was a 
hated rulebreaker managed by the 
notorious Fred Blassie and Andre 
was still loved by his legions of fans 


- in the WWF and around the world. 


They met on the undercard of the 


famous Bruno Sammartino-Larry 
Zbyszko cage match at Shea Stadi- 
um in New York. The result might 
sound familiar: 

Andre pinned Hogan, but tapes 
of the match showed that Hogan 
managed to kick out just before the 
three-count. Eight years later, Andre 
would pin Hogan again, this time 
for the WWF World championship, 
and tapes clearly show that Hogan 
lifted his shoulder well before the 
three-count. 

Andre and Hogan met once more 
in 1980 at Madison Square Garden, 
and didn’t step into the ring togeth- 
er again until 1982. That time, how- 
ever, Hogan and Andre were on the 
same side and defeated Bobby 
Heenan, Nick Bockwinkel, Ken 
Patera, and Bobby Duncum in a 
special two-on-four match that was 
arranged after Andre, and Hogan 
decided they didn’t want to wrestle 
each other, 

They formed a strong friendship. 
Hogan learned from Andre and be- 
came the most popular man in wres- 
tling history. Andre, the gentle gi- 
ant, refused to tread on Hogan’s 
territory when Hogan won the 
WWF World title and continued to 
build his legend around the world. 

Finally, Andre got tired of wait- 
ing for a shot at Hogan’s World 
championship. On the January 26, 
1987, edition of ‘‘Piper’s Pit,’’ Ho- 
gan was shocked when Jesse Ventu- 
ta appeared with Andre and 


Heenan. Andre demanded a title 
shot, ripped off Hogan’s shirt, and 
left. him behind, blood tricking 
down his chest. Piper then asked 
Hogan if he would grant Andre a 
title shot; Hogan answered, ‘‘Yes!’’ 
The 1980 feud was renewed. They 
met at WrestleMania III, where An- 
dre was pinned for the first time in 
his long career. 

At press time, the WWF World 
title had been vacated after Andre 
won the belt from Hogan at the 
February 5 rematch and gave it to 
Ted DiBiase. A title tournament at 
WrestleMania IV was ordered, and 
Hogan and Andre will face off in a 
second round match.

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IX MONTHS AGO, Road War- 

rior Hawk told anyone who 
asked him that winning the NWA 
World title, while it would be a 
great accomplishment, was not the 
first thing on his mind. He was, he 
said, a Road Warrior above all else. 
Individual honors were secondary 
to the cause of maintaining his and 
Animal's place as the number-one 
tag team in the world. 


But the more he saw Ric Flair 
hang on to his belt by disqualifica- 
tions and questionable pinfalls, the 
more Hawk longed to rip the belt 
off Flair’s waist and take it for him- 
self. “I may not be the cleanest 
wrestler in the world,” Hawk said, 
“put at least I’m honest about what 
I do. Flair is a sneak and, even 
worse, a coward. He’s forgotten 
what it is to be a champion.” 


The outcome of a recent Hawk- 
Flair match at the Nassau Coliseum 
on Long Island left Hawk even 
more determined to wrest the belt 
from Flair. After a 23-minute battle 
in which Hawk clearly dominated 
the action, Flair once again narrow- 
ly escaped with his title intact, this 
time by using a chair handed to 
him by J.J. Dillon. “He’s not gonna

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Hacksaw On The Cutting Edge: 


JIM DUGGAN 


MAKES THE MOST OF 
HIS SECOND CHANCE 


When ‘“‘Hacksaw”’ Jim Duggan was arrested last 
year, it looked like his career was over. But Duggan 
worked hard to overcome adversity—and to 
become one of the most popular men in the WWF! 


HEN HACKSAW JIM Dug- 

gan ducked a One Man Gang 
clothesline and sent the 468-pound be- 
hemoth flying over the top rope to win 
the WWF’s Royal Rumble in Hamil- 
ton, Ontario, it meant more than a 
national television victory for the pop- 
ular star. 

It meant that Duggan, whose career 
seemed at an end when he and archri- 
val The Iron Sheik were arrested by 
New Jersey State Police on drug 
charges last year, had come full circle 
and completed a highly unlikely come- 
Brandishing his trusty 2x4, Hacksaw Dug- 
gan (left) makes a fearsome sight for oppo- 
nents like Nikolai Volkoff, who’s about to be 
rammed into the ringpost (top).

back. It meant an end to the mean- 
hearted chants of “‘Just Say No! Just 
Say No!’ that haunted Duggan ever 
since his arrest was reported in news- 
papers around the country. 

But most of all it meant that Dug- 
gan was now seen as a winner by fans 
across the United States and Canada. 
Instead of succumbing to a serious ca- 
reer setback, Hacksaw Duggan set an 
example of himself by making the 
most of his second chance. 

Following his return to the WWF in 
mid-September, Duggan made it obvi- 
ous that he hadn’t wasted his time 
away from the ring. He defeated Inter- 
continental champion The Honky 
Tonk Man in a non-title bout at the

N A FASHION, here was an op- 

portunity to become a champion 
overnight. Former NWA President 
Bob Geigel, along with several asso- 
ciates, split from the parent federation 
to form a new alliance, the WWA 
(World Wrestling Alliance), On Janu- 
ary 23, they held a tournament in Kan- 
sas City to determine their first heavy- 
weight champion. Participating in the 
tourney were Kareem Muhammad, 
Mike George, Dick Slater, Bulldog 
Bob Brown, Grizzly Boone, Tommy 
Rich, Masa Chono, Sgt. Slaughter, 
Cuban Assassin, Stevie Ray, David 
Shultz, and D.J. Peterson. The wres- 
tlers regarded it as an opportunity to 
establish their reputation or, in some 


cases, revive a floundering career. As 
former NWA champion Tommy Rich 
said: “People may dismiss the WWA 
as the minor leagues, but one look at 
the talent in this tournament arid you 
realize how high the quality of the 
wrestling is,.’’ 

Sgt. Slaughter agreed: ‘This is real 
wrestling and a real opportunity. There 
is very little mobility in the big federa- 
tions. It can take years to get a title 
shot, even for the great talents. It’s 
important that good wrestlers support 
the smaller alliances. Their survival is 
essential for the survival of the sport.’’ 

The split with the NWA, according 
to Geigel, was inevitable. 

“You reach a point where you can 


go only so far in a big organization,” 
he explains. ‘‘As NWA president, my 
time was tied up with a lot of official 
duties, and I couldn’t develop some 
ideas of my own regarding the sport. 
So a group of officials and myself de- 
cided to try it on our own. The 
WWA’s charter is dedicated to provid- 
ing fans with the best wrestling action 
there is. 

“We will emphasize science over 
craziness. None of our wrestlers play 
musical instruments, they don’t sing 
and dance. And the only place to win 
the title is in the ring; you can’t buy 
it.” 

If the inaugural tournament is any 
indication, the future of the WWA ap-

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pears secure. An enthusiastic crowd 
packed the Kansas Memorial Hall ex- 
pecting a series of competitive, action- 
filled bouts. They were not 
disappointed. 

The opening rounds established the 
pace immediately. Slaughter and Cu- 
ban Assassin slugged each other sense- 
less en route to a double-disqualifica- 
tion. To the dismay of the heavily 
pro-Slaughter crowd, this eliminated 
both competitors from title 
competition. 

A similar fate awaited Stevie Ray 
and David Shultz. Shultz, one of the 
strong favorites to capture the tourna- 
ment, controlled most of the match 
but wound up battling Ray outside the 
ring. The referee counted both men 
out, eliminating them from title 
contention. 

Veteran Dick Slater had little diffi- 
culty defeating Grizzly Boone. After 
the bout, he delivered a message to the 
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remaining wrestlers. “You  peons 
should quit now, before I have a 
chance to inflict permanent injury. I 
aim to become the first WWA heavy- 
weight champion. I aim to retire the 
damn belt 10 years from now when 
this tiny promotion is world-famous. 
I’m the first and only champion. I am 
Dick Slater, and the rest of you are 
scum,” 

Both Mike George and Bulldog Bob 
Brown declined Slater’s advice and 
went on to first-round victories. 
George defeated a stubborn Kareem 
Muhammad. After the match, Mu- 
hammad sneak-attacked George. D.J. 
Peterson came to his friend’s rescue, 
but was caught by a Muhammad fore- 
arm that opened a bloody gash over 
his eye. Bandaged and bruised, Peter- 
son was unable to get by Bulldog Bob 
Brown in his first-round match. How- 
ever, he did injure Brown with a dev- 
astating suplex, which forced Brown to 
forfeit his semifinal match to George. 

In the other semifinal bout, a con- 
troversy erupted when Slater pinned 
Tommy Rich while using the ring 
ropes for leverage. The WWA does 
not use an instant replay system, so the 
referee’s decision stood. Rich stormed 
from the arena in digust. 

The final proved to be a fitting con- 
clusion to an. exciting evening. Given 
40

Slater’s disregard for the rules, the 
match was surprisingly clean-and fast- 
paced. Both men traded advantages 
several times. George, the underdog 
despite being a former Central States 
titlist, used the crowd to his advantage, 
gathering support and momentum. The 
end came after a brief flurry in the 
corner. George whipped Slater into the 


ropes and followed up with a perfect 
backslide for the pin. The World 
Wrestling Alliance had its first champi- 
on, a man thought to have one of the 
longest longshot chances of winning 
the tournament. The fans were 
shocked but happy. 

“T would first like to thank my 
good friend D.J. Peterson, who might 
be here instead of me if he wasn’t so 
damned courageous,” said George at 
the postmatch press conference. ‘‘Mu- 
hammad was ready to put me out, but 
D.J. took the blow for me. Then he 
goes and suplexes Bob Brown out of 
the tournament. He made my job 
easy.” 

Still, George had to defeat a wily 
Dick Slater for the crown. “It was a 
great match, It feels great to be wear- 
ing this belt. The fans enjoyed it. The 
wrestlers enjoyed it. And I’m on top 
of the world. Lots of great talent is 
gonna be gunning for this crown, and 
I’m ready for them. We’re going to 
put Kansas City back on the wrestling 
map. This alliance is going places, and 
I’m overjoyed to be leading the 
way!” O

Hacksaw crowns ‘‘King’”’ Harley Race with his 2x4. The Race-Duggan feud started, when 
Hacksaw refused to bow down to Race, so Duggan took it upon himself to rid the WWF of 
Race’s false kingdom. With Race under control, Duggan can now concentrate on winning 


the World or Intercontinental titles. 


Capital Centre in Landover, Maryland, 
easily pinned Nikolai Volkoff in several 
October matches, and then engaged in 
a wild feud with Harley Race and 
Race’s manager Bobby Heenan. 
Although Race gained the upper 
hand early in their war, Duggan soon 
took control. In January, Duggan easi- 
ly pinned the former seven-time NWA 


World champion in several meetings. 
Now, having finally disposed of Race, 
Duggan is prepared to go after either 
the WWF Intercontinental belt or the 
World heavyweight title.

make it even bigger in the WWF,” 
observes Associate Editor Dave Rosen- 
baum. ‘‘When he first went there, the 
fans loved him right away. You know, 
they knew he was a bit of a hick, but 
he seemed genuine and really related to 
the fans, Besides, they hated the Sheik. 
Then he got arrested with the Sheik 
and it looked like it was all over. My 
guess is that while he was under sus- 
pension by the WWF he said to him- 
self, You know, if I ever make it back 
there, I’m never gonna make the same 
mistake again. I’m gonna show them 
what Hacksaw Duggan is made of. 
Duggan is a determined young man, 
and he knows what he’s after.”

Duggan’s victory in the Royal Rum- 
ble wasn’t pretty, but nothing Duggan 
does ever is. He was the 13th man to 
enter the ring, but before he was half- 
way down the runway he got attacked 
by Race. Once in the ring, Duggan 
managed to hold off several attackers, 
but he was unable to eliminate any 
wrestlers. 

Finally, Duggan, Magnificent Mura- 
co, One Man Gang, and Dino Bravo 
were the only four men remaining. 
Muraco was eliminated by a One Man 
Gang clothesline, and Duggan was left 
to fight off two of the most vicious 
rulebreakers in the WWF. 

Gang and Bravo tried to double- 
clothesline Duggan, but Hacksaw 
ducked out of the way. Gang acciden- 
tally clotheslined Bravo, sending him 
over the rope. Gang then went after 
Duggan and gained an immediate ad- 
vantage. He tried to put Hacksaw 
away with a clothesline, but Duggan 
ducked down at the last minute. Gang, 
who had eliminated six men before los- 
ing, walked away with nothing. Dug- 
gan eliminated only one man—and 
that by mistake—but walked away 
with the glory.

: Look, Curt is an excellent wrestler 


and a great guy, and I’ll admit that 
we've had some discussion. What 
manager wouldn’t want to guide a 
man of Curt’s talents? But we both 
decided he’d be better off on his 
own. For now. 


: Did Larry Hennig have anything to 


do with that decision? 


: Absolutely not. Curt doesn’t have 


to go running off to Daddy every 
time he has a decision to make. 
He’s his own man. There’s nothing 
wrong with having his father join 
him at ringside. Larry Hennig was 
a legend in his time. I know a lot 
of wrestlers who'd value his advice.

Both Hawk and Animal have, 
over the past four years, led us to 
believe that they’re virtually un- 
beatable. They give off an aura of 
invincibility unmatched by anyone, 
let alone any team, in the sport. 
When they do lose, it’s usually due 
to some controversy—as in the loss 
of their AWA tag team title to Jim 
Garvin and Steve Regal, when The 
Freebirds interfered. 

“They're a tough team to beat, 
that’s for sure,” said Gordon Solie, 
who became familiar with the War- 
riors during their rookie year in 
Georgia. “And they're extremely 
good friends. Although I could 
imagine the circumstances where 
they'd wrestle each other, | still 
don't see it happening. I'd wager 
that if Hawk wins the belt, he'll 
avoid Animal, but in a friendly 
way. | think they’re both smart 
enough to realize what would hap- 
pen if they clash. The repercussions 
of such a match would be 
astounding.” 

Hawk disagrees. “Hey, Gordon's 
an expert, but he’s not a 
mindreader. When I say I'll fight 
anybody, | mean it! That includes 
my brother Animal. Hell, he'd de- 
serve a title shot more than any- 
body else. | don’t see anybody else 
who’s done more for it than Ani- 
mal. He wants the title as much as 
I do. I know that for a fact!” 

“Yeah, I could do a lot with that 
belt,” Animal said. “Call my own 
shots. Wrestle who I want, where | 
want, when I want. But Hawk’s af- 
ter it now, and I have no problem 
with that. And if he won and then 
offered me a match, I'd take it in a 
second. I'd be preparing to win, but 
I could also see myself losing;

immoral for a champion to sell or 
hand over his belt to another wrestler. 
He also ruled that Andre had given up 
the belt, meaning there was no cham- 
pion and the title was vacant. This 
made sense, although the decision 
came too late. 

In his most incomprehensible ruling 
of all, however, Tunney decided that 
while the referee who worked the 
match was not Dave Hebner, the pin 
was valid because the imposter referee 
was working in the capacity of “‘offi- 
cial referee.”’ 

Preposterous—or, perhaps, we 
should say imposterous! 

The imposter may have been work- 
ing in the capacity of official referee, 
but he was not, by any means, the 
official referee. In effect, Tunney con- 
doned what DiBiase did. At press time, 
Tunney had made no attempt to find 
out: 1—How Dave Hebner was ab- 
ducted, 2—Who paid off Earl Hebner, 
and 3—Andre’s role in this situation. 
Tunney says the imposter referee was 
legal because he worked the match; 
whether he.belonged in the ring was, in 
Tunney’s deluded opinion, irrelevant. 
In other words, having the right referee 
in the ring isn’t necessary, as long as 
the referee in the ring gives the illusion 
he belongs. 

Earl didn’t belong in the ring; David 
did, The match should have been de- 
clared invalid and the belt should have 
been returned to Hogan. If, after an 
extensive investigation, it was discoy- 
ered that Andre had nothing to do 
with this chicanery, a rematch should 
have been ordered. 

If, however, it is discovered that An- 
dre was behind the dasterdly deed, he 
should be banned from the WWF 
forever. 

If Tunney had ruled back in Janu- 
ary that it was illegal to sell or give the 
belt to another individual, as he ruled 
after the fact, this never would have 
happened. DiBiase wouldn’t have been 
at ringside for the match because he 
wouldn’t have had a stake in Andre. 
Instead, DiBiase would have been

forced to win the belt on his own, 
using his own considerable skills and 
experience. 

Andre, of course, wouldn’t have 
won the title in the first place. It is 
now clear that Earl Hebner purposely 
turned his back on Hogan’s five-sec- 
ond pin of Andre the Giant. A real 
official would have given the proper 
three-count and Hogan would still be 
the champ. Instead, the match contin- 
ued long enough for Andre to get the 
pin—a pin an honest referee would 
never have allowed. 

Final responsibility must always fall 
on the president of a federation. It was 
Tunney’s job to act forcefully before 
this national farce occurred. Until the 
WWF finds a real man to be its presi- 
dent, the federation will be easy prey 
for unscrupulous individuals like DiBi- 
ase, who use the rules for their own 
purposes, 

Unfortunately, the WWF isn’t safe 
from DiBiase, And it certainly isn’t 
safe from its own worst enemy: Jack 
Tunney. O

Randy Uecker, Bethesda, MD: ‘‘DiBi- 
ase is the real champion because Andre 
gave him the belt. Let’s face it: the belt 
is what’s important here. Whoever has 
it is the champion, case closed. Ted is 
the champ until somebody beats him. 
I’m not crying for Hulk Hogan. He 
deserves everything that happens to 
him. If this happened to somebody 
else, Hogan wouldn’t give a darn. He 
was a phony champion, and I’m glad 
he lost. Long live ‘The Million-Dollar 
Man,’ ” 


Douglas Ronco, Savannah, GA: “In 
all fairness, the title should be held up. 
Andre officially won the match, but 
there was obviously some underhand- 
edness. They should wrestle in a cage 
at WrestleMania IV. That would de- 
cide the champion once and for all. 
With no outside interference, you’d 
have a real winner and a credible 
champion. In fact, all important title 
matches should be held in a cage so 
something like this controversy never 
happens.” 


Louise ‘Magruder, Kansas City, MO; 
“There’s only one WWF champion: 
Hulk Hogan. They couldn’t beat him 
fair, so they had to cheat. That just 
proves how great Hulk is, Andre and 
DiBiase had to be really desperate to 
pay off a referee. First Andre lets Bob- 
by Heenan destroy his career, then Di- 
Biase moves in. Someday Andre will 
wake up and realize what they’ve done 
to him.” 


Jack Waverly, Hershey, PA: ‘There is 
no champion, and I don’t think there 
will be a WWE champion that anyone 
respects for a long time because the 
title has been tarnished almost beyond 
repair. Andre, Hogan, and DiBiase 
have disgraced themselves immensely. 
He can cry and complain all he wants, 
but Hogan is no saint. I think that in 
the great scheme of things, it was time 
for Hogan to lose the title. But his 
time will come again soon.” 


Hogan takes Andre under control during 
their title match. The new champion will be 
determined by a tournament at WrestleMa- 
nia IV. 


Dwayne Urich, Tampa, FL: ‘With all 
this controversy, they should make the 
Intercontinental champion the World 
champion, and that would make The 
Honky Tonk Man the heavyweight 
champion of the world. After all, the 
Intercontinental champ is rated the 
number-one contender in your maga- 
zine. Honky Tonk would make a great 
World champion. How many champi- 
ons do you know who can sing, dance, 
and play the guitar? Probably none. 
That’s what sets Honky Tonk apart.’ 


Cynthia Collins, Mt. Holly, NJ: “You 
have to consider Hogan the real cham- 
pion, For four years, he took on the 
best the WWF has to offer, and he 
beat them convincingly. Nobody could 
touch him. Now Andre comes along 
and takes the belt by cheating and he 
gives it to DiBiase. That’s not the way 
to be a champion. To be a champion, 
you have to earn your way to the top, 
like Hogan has. Only he is the real 
world champion.” O

Butch Levy, and Karl Kovacs were on 
hand to greet the fans, sign auto- 
graphs, and say goodbye to the Au- 
ditorium. Ray Stevens also returned 
to wrestle and pinned Soldat 
Ustinov. In one of two main events, 
AWA World tag team champions 
The Midnight Rockers defeated Mr. 
Go and Kevin Kelly; Mr. Go substi- 
tuted for Nick Kiniski, who recently 
left the AWA. 

The Hennig-Gagne bout was an- 
other bloody battle between these 
fierce rivals. Nomellini, a former 
AWA great, refereed the match, and 
was undoubtedly thankful for the 
absence of Verne Gagne and Larry 
Hennig, the fathers of the combat- 
ants.

Dundee was _ disqualified for 


dropkicking Jarrett over the top 

rope, but remained in the arena for 

Jarrett’s title match against Lawler. 
During the match, Jarrett and

Lawler collided with referee Jerry 
Calhoun. Suddenly, Dundee ran into 
the ring with a chain, smashed the 
unconscious Jarrett on the head, and 
ran back out. Lawler and the referee 
then woke up in time for Lawler to 
pin a bloody, dazed Jarrett. After the 
pin, Dundee ran into the ring again 
and beat Jarrett to a pulp. He then 
attacked Lawler before a bunch of 
fan favorites chased him back to the 
dressing room. 

“\’m a winner and that's it,” said 
Dundee. “I’ve put up with Lawler’s 
crap long enough, and I’ve learned 
the hard way that he’s only out for 
himself. We'd still have the AWA 
belts if it wasn’t for him, and he 
double-crossed me to win the CWA 
title. All | know is that this. guy is 
pretty popular around here, but 
these fans don’t know what they're 
talking about.” 

Lawler was stunned by Dundee’s 
act, but realized that the two wres- 
tlers have always had an on-again, 
off-again relationship. ‘There are 
times that me and Bill just don’t get 
along,” said Lawler. “Basically, it’s his 
attitude. He can’t trust anybody for 
too long because he’s paranoid. 
That’s why he’s going nowhere. He 
just can’t stay pointed in the right 
direction.” 

The attack by Dundee, by the way, 
was part of a bad week for Jarrett. 
Just days earlier, Max Pain and Gary 
Young won the vacant CWA tag 
team title in a tournament final 
against Jarrett and Manny Fernandez.

Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 135 wrestlers in 12 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


WWF World Title Vacated! And the controversy WWF Pres- 
ident Jack Tunney’s decision created in the wrestling world 
was equaled only by the controversy it created in the offices 
of Sports Review Wrestling and its sister publications. 

Tapes of the Andre the Giant vs. 

Hulk Hogan match on February 5 in 

Indianapolis made it clear that Ho- 

gan lifted his shoulder at or just be- 

fore the two-count. The three-count 

shouldn’t have counted, but it did 

because Tunney decided to let the 

imposter official’s decision stand. If 

Andre hadn’t turned over the title to 

DiBiase, Andre would have been the 

World champion, The Honky Tonk 

Man, as Intercontinental champion, 

would have been the number-one contender, and Hulk Ho- 
gan would have dropped to number two, and third overall. 

When Andre gave the belt to DiBiase, Tunney chose to 
vacate the title and order a title tournament at WrestleMania 
IV. So we had to make a decision. Since there is no WWF 
World champion, is the Intercontinental champion still the 
number-one contender? 

Senior Editor Bill Apter said no. “Hogan wasn’t pinned, the 
belt was vacated, and he was beaten illegally. It’s ridiculous 
to rate Honky Tonk over Hogan, or even Andre, when those 
two are the top contenders to the belt.” Editor-in-Chief Stu 
Saks, however, had a different opinion. “The rule is that the 
|-C champ is the number-one contender. There's no reason 
to change things now.” 

So: Honky Tonk is the number-one contender to the va- 
cant WWF World title, Hogan was placed second, and Andre 
is number three. Of course, all of this will be settled on 
March 27 in Atlantic City—at WrestleMania IV. 

By the way, since Hogan wasn’t actually pinned, a decision 
was reached to keep him in the number-two spot in our Top 
10 ratings. In fact, Hogan actually had the match won at 
eight minutes and 30 seconds when he pinned Andre for 
five seconds while the referee’s back was turned. The Febru- 
ary 5 bout didn’t hurt Hogan’s reputation at all—except, 
perhaps, as a good loser. 


The Warriors Are Out! With Road Warrior Animal having 
been injured by Warlord and Konga the Barbarian, Paul Eller- 
ing has been teaming with Road Warrior Hawk in matches 
around the country. As a result, The Road Warriors have 
dropped out of the tag team ratings this month. 


We ran this feature last year, and 
the tag team picture has changed considerably since then. 


So we thought it would be a good idea to run it again, since 
the Most Popular Tag Team ratings were well received the 
first time around.
